(by Having received an Agency assessment of the Wiesner committee 
study on nuclear proliferation, DCI intends to invite Dr. Hornig to the 
Agency for a lunch to discuss this subject; (c) DD/S&T has in the works 
a memo dealing with intelligence requirements from military R&D 
components; (d) Kent has in the works a memo assessing ChiCom 
estimates of likely U. S. courses of action in the event of Chinese 
intervention in Vietnam; (e) Arrangements are being made to provide 
the DD/I with additional slots for China analysts; (£) DD/S&T has com- 
pleted letters for the DCI's signature pertaining to the establishment 
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of a panel of nuclear experts to provide advice to the Agency. The 
next panel to be established will deal with electronics. DD/I has 
forwarded a memo dealing with the projected use of social science 
consultants.

5. Docxing ahead to his meeting with the Director of the Bureau 
oi the Budget on 15 December, DCI requested preparation of a "short, 
punchy, factual" statement for his use in arguing for Agency money 
and manpower requests. The paper should emphasize the savings we 
dave accomplished and the programs we have cut back. It is to include 
the NPIC case and is to show the number of people seconded to other 
agencies at their request on a nonreimbursable basis.
